c. Project Highlights by the Project Team:

The applicant talked about the changes to the plans that include: second means of agrees with
units 9 and 10, location of trash, building sections, removal of dormers, verification on
windows at the property lines, indication of gas/electric meters and condensers, and a
landscape plan.

The landscape plan was updated to include more shade tolerant plantings and indicated trash
storage, mailboxes, and gas/electric meters.

The DRC requires that they be presented with the final materials prior to the issuance of a
building permit.

The DRC believes that the relationship between the cast stone and the existing building
should be complementary by using a contrasting stone color.

The DRC suggested that there be an address number above the main entrance to signify the
principal entry.

The DRC wanted to express their support for the modern proposal and believes that that
addition is distinct and compatible with the existing structure.
